WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP)— 
President Truman announced to- 
day a $14,400,000,000 military 
spehding budget for next fiscal 
year—an inctease of more than 
two billion dollars over this year 
—and ordered a “vigorous” pro- 
gram to build up and train mill- 
tary reserve units. 


He emphasized that his moves 
were not caused by any worsening 
of the world situation. In fact, he 
said, world tension has eased 
slightly and there has been some 
improvement in the Russian atti- 
tude. He said the Russians seemed 
more willing to talk things over. 

The fact that United Nations 
talks are still going on, he said, 
is in itself some reason for opti- 
mism. 

The President's remarks were 
made at a press conference aboard 
his campaign special as it brought 
him back to Washington from a 
six-state campaign tour. 

Big Cut in Fund Requests. 

On the score of military spend- 
ing, the President said defense 
officials had wanted about twenty- 
three billion dollars for next year. 
He said he had cut the requests 
back, because it would take a 
Croesus to spend like that. 

Whether he wins or loses the 
election, the President must pre- 
pare budget estimates for the Con- 
gress convening next January. 

Whenrie..firm foundations for 
world are laid, Truman 
said, military spending should 
drop to around five billion to 
seven Dillion dollars. 

What he wants to cuard against, 
he said, is letting the nation go 
to sleep if peace is achieved with- 
out keeping the nucleus of a police 
force.

Each month the rate of ‘evant |

Some financial experts said they 
expect the devaluation may mean 
higher prices on some goods with-

Pegging the new fixed rate at 
| 264 francs will change parities of 
' all monies not quoted on the free 
market. Only the dollar, the Swiss 
franc and the Portuguese escudo 
have been quoted on this market. 

In effect, the operation will in- 
volve the fixing each month of an 
average for the franc between the 
official rate and the old 214 rate. 
Right now, this would mean ad- 
ding 214 and 313, and dividing by 
two. This results in a rate of some 
264 to the dollar from which the 
rate of the pound and other cur- 
rencies would be calculated. 


If next month the rate goes up 
to 350, this will be added to 214, 
divided by two, giving a new rate 
of 282 francs to the dollar as a | 
basis for computing the franc- | 
pound rate. 

The change is expected to raise 
the price in France of such items 
as Egyptian cotton, Australian 
wool, Belgian leather and Dutch 
rubber.

LETTER TO SECRETARY OF 
DEFENSE: 


My dear Mr. Secretary: : 

In order to further the Object- 
ives of the executive order which 
I have signed today and a copy 
of which is attached, and with 
particular reference to the depart- 
ments of the Army and Air Force, 
'I suggest the following actions: 

1. The assignment of an ac- 
tive, capable, high-ranking of- 

‘ ficer to head the reserve pro- 
gram in each department. 

2. The assignment of an ade- 
quate number of yourmg and 
vigorous officers as instructors 
and administrative officers in 
programs of reserve training. 

3. Increased attention on the 
part of all general staff divis- 
ions to planning and directing 
reserve activities and reviewing 
accomplishments thereunder, 

4. The development and in- 
situation of training programs 
which will hold the interests of 
reservists at all levels and will 
maintain and improve the mii- 
tary skills which they have 
hitherto acquired by active serv- 
ice in the armed forces of the 
United States. 

5. The provision of more ade- 
quate Ag I facilities and 
equipment, i ding ‘active co- 
operation among all components 
of the reserve forces in the 
effective utilization of existing 
strictures. By proceeding 
promptly to utilize every prat- 
ticable resource of the services, 
it should be possible, with -a 
minimum of delay, to organize 
all reserve component units re- 
quired for the training of indi- 
viduals in the active reserves in 
such a way as to give the bal- 
ance necessary to our national 
defense tm its broadest concent.

Mayor Kaufmann, discussing the general 

plan for rehabilitation procedure, said to the

“Once reconstruction in the area selected 
for the first phase of the program gets 
under way, I am confident that rehabilita- 
tion of the whole neighborhood will spread 
like wildfire. 

“We can start at the east end of the No. 
2 Byesore Area and clear the space for 
connecting Memorial Plaza with Aloe Plaza 
and-the space for extending Aloe Plaza one 
block westward.

The city has more than $1,100,000 in un- 
expended 1923 and 1934 bonds issue funds 
which might be available to help finance 
street improvements and sewer development 
in the No. 1 Eyesore area. No money pro- 
vision has ‘been made yet for. the construc- 
tion of the express thoroughfare. City offi- 
cials believe funds would be available for 
the relatively inexpensive beautification of 
the proposed plaza additions. A new state 
law would be required to authorize issuance 
of revenue bonds for the underground park- 
ing facilities, which bonds. would be paid 
off from the operating profits. 

Receipts from sale of slum sites at use 
value would go back in the slum bond ac-

America, to be sure, is the military leader. 


But 
we also are, or should be, the leader of world 
democratic forces as well. 

We are under the obligation to support: démo- 


-eratic forces against absolutist reaction from 


either the left'or right. There is'too much evi- 
dence that in our eagerness for allies we em- 
brace groups that have little in common with 


_ democratic ideals.

Franco and Fascist Spain are only one ex- 
ample. In Greece there is a warm and lively 
democratic spirit, yet United States aid. to 
Greece,-totaling some $500,000,000 to date, has 
been spent not to promote Greek democracy but 
to freeze on the Greek people the reactionary 
and tyrannical] Maximos-Tsaldaris regime. 


In the American zone of Germany, the State 
Department has largely left it to the mititary 
to frame policy. The military, naturally, thinks 
of Western Germany in terms of a counter- 
weight to Russian might. 

This explains America’s disinterest in the in- 
ternationalization of the Ruhr. Yet interna- 
tional control of the Ruhr is needed to guard 
against a revival of German power and to ad- 
minister the mineral and industrial wealth in 
the intcrest of all Western Europe. 


American aid and influence in Asia presents 
much the same picture as in Europe. Chiang 
Kai-shek’s weakness as a democratic leader was 
evident before the end of the war. The Kuo- 
mintang’s surrender to reaction has been evi- 
dent just as long. Yet we have neither pre- 
vailed on Chiang and the Kuomintang to change 
their course nor found other leaders to take 
their place. 

Bled white by the exploiters whom Chiang 
befriends, the Chinese people have little will to 
fight the Communist columns that sweep down 
from the north. 


What, meanwhile, is happening in Japan? 
Last week, Wallace R. Deuel reported from 
Washington that the National Security Council 
has set a new policy for Japan. Plans to rebuild 
Japan along democratic lines are to be shelved, 


-he wrote, and the country is to be stabilized as 


quickly as possible along prewar lines as a bul- 


‘wark against the spread of Communism in Asia. 


In the balance-of-power world in which we 


. live, we obviously must be realists. The too- 


swift introduction of Western democracy in 
Japan might create confusion and unrest which 
Communist agitators would capitalize against 
us, But there can be no defense of a policy 
which would turn Japan back into the hands 
of the autocrats who led the nation to seek 
the conquest of Asia. 

In Japan and China, in Greece and Germany, 
and if possible in Spain, a middle ground must 
be found along which military security and poli- 
tical] liberalism can march side by side. As 
administered in these countries today, our for- 
eign policy suggests the belief that military 
security and practical idealism cannot be 
reconciled. 

This idea we reject. America has the dual 
responsibility to promote in the world both mili- 
tary security and political progress.

If voters of Illinois could make the rounds 
with their state liquor investigators these days, 
they would find the investigators shaking down 
the liquor industry for funds for Gov. Dwight 
Green’s third-term campaign. The liquor in- 
vestigators are doing exactly what Illinois’ coal 
mine inspectors were ordered to do before that 
particular form of prostitution of the state's 
public service was prohibited by law, under 
pressure of public opinion, last year. 

Here are the facts: Chairman Charles J. 
Fleck and his 62 liquor investigators police the 
vast liquor industry of the state. They regulate 
19 distilleries and many more breweries, 1175 
licensed liquor dealers and 23,040 taverns and 
other liquor outlets. This means that they have 
the power to license and to.revoke licenses and 
otherwise to apply the state liquor control laws. 
They have pretty much the power of business 
life or death over those in the liquor trade. 

The very nature of their work requires that 
these investigators be protected against polit- 
ical compromising. The last thing that should 
be asked of them is that they go to tavern 


keepers and liquor dealers for campaign con- 


tributions. After obtaining a donation of $1000 
or more, such an investigator would in effect 
be bought off so far as any enforcement of the 
liquor law’ might be concerned. He would be 


‘compromised just as the mine inspectors were 


compromised. 

Yet the 62 liquor investigators were called to 
Chicago to a secret meeting and told to increase 
their efforts in behalf of the Illinois. Governor. 
At this meeting, to which the investigators trav- 
eled at state expense, they were told that the 


disclosures of commercialized gambling, graft” 


and lawlessness were endangering Green’s 
chances for re-election. Therefore, the investi- 
gators were to “work doubly hard among the 
tavern people.” 

No tavern is going to blow up and kill 111 
men as the Centralia mine did. But the prin- 
ciple is precisely the same. The Green adminis- 
tration is taking liquor investigators, paid for 
by the taxpayers to enforce state law, and mak- 
ing them useless so far as their work is con- 
cerned. 

It is clear now that Dwight Green is com- 
pletely cynical about state government. But 
what about Mr. Fleck? Does he care no more 
about the commission he heads than does Gov. 
Green? Surely, Mr. Fleck has some respect for 
the laws he is called on to enforce and for the 
people whose interests he is supposed to pro- 
tect. ‘Surely, he or someone else in the Green 
administration will stand up and tell the Gover- 
nor that the degrading of the state government 
has got to end.

The Dewey Team is made up of groups 
of men who are students of each particu- 
lar subject, getting together and discussing 
their appropriate problems. Outside experts 
are constantly called ‘in. 


I asked Roger William Straus, who was 
a member of Dewey's original (1989) brain 
trust, how all the information and policy 
recommendations were evaluated and co- 
ordinated. He replied, “It’s ail done in 
Tom Dewey’s brain.” 

According to the admiring reports of 
Dewey's intimates, this brain works some- 
what Jike one of those incredible electronic 


calculators, Feed it a piece of information, . 


and it instantly and simultaneously as- 
sesses it, adds it to the total of data al- 
ready recorded, subtracts contrary evi- 
dence, multiplies by political significance, 
divides by opposing factions, files the com- 
plete record for easy reference, ‘and comes 
up with a tentative conclusion. 

The aimost indispensable man on 
Dewey's Team is Paul Evans Lockwood, a 
lawyer who joined him back in 1935 and is

Dulles, Who Hates War 


Dulles first entered the diplomatic arena, 
aged 19, as Secretary of the Chinese Mis- 
sion to The Mague in 1907. From that time 
forward, he was always in the world 
welter. He met Woodrow Wilson, whom he 
greatly admired, at Princeton, and Wilson 
later utilized his abilities even though 
Dulles was a Republican. 


Dulles sought Dewey's acquaintance in 
1935, with the thought of bringing the bril- 
lant young Special Prosecutor into Sulli- 
van and Cromwell. Dewey decided for pub- 
lic life, but the two men became friends. 
Dewey frequently sought the older man’s 
advice and, when he began to seek the Re- 
publican presidential nomination, he 
brought Dulles into his advisory group. 


Dulles, at that time,. was opposed to 
American entry into the war. He told me 
that his reason was his belief that wars 
are seldom an effective means to achieve 
idealistic purposés. “It’s an evil method— 
though it may. be the lesser of two evils,” 
he said. “War's train of immorality, hy- 
pocrisy, deceit and savagery destroys the 
noble ends you seek.” Dulles feels today 
that the real difference between the Rus- 


‘sians and ourselves lies not so much in our 


stated objectives as in the fact that they 
completely approve of war as an instru- 
ment of policy. 

By 1941, Dulles had chosen the lesser of 
two evils; but he sharply criticized the At- 
ianti¢ Charter for omitting al) mention of 
a world organization, and through his 
church groups he helped to mobilize public 
opinion behind the principle of the U.N.

Marshall won’t put up with just 

any answefs. He insists on get- 
ting replies from everybody 


who 
is competent and has a right to 


give them, both in the State De- 
partment and in other Govern- 


rment agencies and departments. 


He also insists that all the people 
who are consulted must have all 
the information they need in order 
to make sound recommendations. 

Finally, he insists that he must, 
get all these facts and recom- 
mendations fast and in a form he 
can quickly and easily understand. 
The reports must be brief. They 
must be clearly, simply and logi- 
cally organized and written.

complete and just assessment of 
his extraordinary talent will 
probably be deferred for some 
time. The general opinion of 
“Nora Beckham” (Scribners). 
among those who have reviewed 
it so far, is that it lacks the 
acope and grandiose movement 
of its predecessor and is there- 
fore an inferior work. 

This, I believe, is a judgment 
based on quantity and variety 


and as such it is not unjust. 


“Rome Hanks” presented a long 
gallery of heroic portraits and it 
offers the reader more in the 
way of excitement and pictures- 
que detail. But both novels, in 
common with all the durable 
literature of the race, produce 
an immediate and a delayed ef- 
fect and this secordary, o serial 
reaction, is really unlimited since 
it continues its detonations as 
long as the reader is willing to 
think about what he has read. 

Revised opinions of Mr. Pen- 
nell’s work will naturally take 
everything into consideration; 
the fundamental plus the in- 
finite series of overtones. This 
takes time. And in time there 
will be other novels which 
should be just ax commanding as 
the first two because it is clear 
that this write doesn’t need a 
plot or an obvious thesis as a 
focus of interest. Whatever he

At the conference would be 
proclaimed ‘‘the United States of 
Western Europe,” a federation

principles would be guaranteed 
by the federation to the 
peoples of Western Europe...” 
The federation “wonld have 
power to make laws for the 
peace, order and good govern- 
ment of the territory covered by 
the federation, and in particular, 
power to legislate with respect 
to external affairs, defense, ¢s- 
sential services, money and 
finance, customs and excise, eco- 
nomic and industrial matters 
and social services. 

Government of this federation 
would be vested in a two-house 
legislative body. The upper 
house would represent former 
nations and the lower house the 
people generally, much in the 
_manner of the American Con- 
gress. The executive, however, 


/would be responsible to the leg-

manner. 

A constitution would be 
framed by a constituent assem- 
bly, to be called by the foreign 
ministers of the participating 
nations.

EW American families of 
the early nineteenth century 
shared as completely in the 
atory of national expansion as 
did the Clarks and the Kennerlys 
of St. Louis and their inhumer- 
able and fascinating relatives 
throughout the country. Wil- 
liam Clark Kennerly’s reminis- 
cences which his daughter,. Mra. 
Daniel R. Russell, has so enter- 
tainingly editéd, is both the 
story of a family, and of. St. 


Louis when it was the capital of 


a new empire. In period it spans 
the years between the end of the 
eighteenth century to the Civil 
War. Less stuffy, less self- 
conscious than most family 
stories, its casual and almost off- 
hand appraisal of men and 
events familiar to all Americans, 
provid: both gocd reading and 
good history. 

Much of the appeal of the 
volume comes not only from 
what is said, but also from what 
is implied. The reader will im- 
mediately sense the drama in- 
herent in the activities of a small 
group of people, many of them 
related, all of them friends and 
associates, who helped shape the 
destinies of the nation, at Wash- 
ington, at Gettysburg, on the 
battlefields of the Mexican War, 
in the conquest of California, or 
in trading and treaty-making 
with the Western Indians. And 
these personalities are often 
subtly sketched by some off-hand 
phase or incident which makes 
them seem more real than any 
pretentious effort could  pos- 
sibly achieve. 


James Kennerly, the father of 
the author, came to St. Louis 
from Fincastle, Va.,.in 1813 at 
the invitation of his cousin, Gov.

‘To be specific, the Berlin crisis 
has greatly inflamed the issue of 
America’s relationship with the 
Western European Union of Brit- 
ain, France, and the Benelux 
countries. Again, Dewey is firmly 
committed against any appease- 
ment of the Soviets at Berlin—he 
has, in fact, been perticularly 
impressive in his Berlin state- 
ments.

Happy Hunting 


Ground for Girls—Men Outnumber 
Them, Two to One, and There's a Po- 
tential Husband 8n Every Corner

SKAGWAY, Alaska, Oct. 16. 


OROTHY K. WHITNEY is a 
p dark, attractive woman in her 

thirties who left St. Louis a 
decade ago to nurse the sick and 
suffering in Alaska’s Matanuska 
Valley, and now is convinced that 
Alaska offers women more gen- 
uine opportunity than any other 
place where the Stars and Stripes 
tugs at flagpole halyards. 

Miss Whitney, a graduate of 
Washington University, today is 
director of nursing for the Ter- 
vitorial Departmest of Health, an 
organization pitting all its re- 
sources against the world’s highest 
death rate from _ tuberculosis. 
Nurses are paramount among 
these resources,. for many remote 
Alaskan communities struggle 
along without the most rudi- 
mentary medical care. 

But a useful career is not all 
that awaits a young woman in 
os ey She also will have an ex- 
cellgnt chance to find herself a 
husband. George Sundborg, man- 
ager of the Alaska Development 
Board, insists that the Territory 
is “a happy hunting ground for 
females,” and submits statistics 
to support his claim. 

“Of white women aged 20 or 
over in Alaska,” points out Sund- 
borg, “nine out of 10 have been 
married at least once.” 

Some Alaskan women have de- 
cided to continue with their ca- 
reer, whether they be in teach- 
ing, nursing, art or other fields. 
But those who make up their 
minds to go domestic rarely have 
to delay for long. There generally 
is a potential husband just around 
every corner, or over the Wext 
mountain. Indeed, an attractive fe- 
male in Alaska often has her pick 
among many available mates. 

The 1940 census of the United 
States found men and women to 
be almost equal in number. Mis- 
souri, for example, reported 1,881,- 


‘252 men and 1,903,412 women. But 


two white men for 
each white woman. Girls receive 
proposals at a tender age. In 
1940 three-fourths of the Alaskan 
females past 15 had husbands. 
“Alaska has a large deficit of 
women,” concluded a US. State 
Department.study undertaken in 
1944. 

This report noted that in the 
highly marriageable age bracket 
of 20 to 24, approximately 2500 
Alaskan men had to strive for a

When a pretty nurse or school 
teacher comes down the gang- 
Plank at an isolated Alaskan 
town, wags frequently lay wagers 
as to how long she will remain 
single. The bet seldom extends 
beyond a few months. A willowy 
teacher, arriving in Juneau to 
work in the grade school for at 
least a year, was married to a tall 
bush pilot before her first week 
was out. Some women insist on 
staying with their professions, 
especially if they are nurses, but 
others succumb quickly to a fron- 
tier courtship. 

The more remote the commu- 
nity, the greater the preponder- 
ance of men to women—and the 
more numerous the marriage pro- 
posals. Tales are told in hamlets 
along the Yukon of a nurse or 
trader’s stenographer who had 
her pick of every single man in 
town, regardless of age or eco- 
nomic status. 


In fact, Dr. William B. Karr, 
wrestling with a tuberculosis 
plague which afflicts more than 
10 per cent of the Eskimos at 
Alaska’s most northerly settle- 
ment, Point Barrow, actually has 
urged the United States Public 
Health Service and Miss Dorothy 
Whitney not to send him any 
more nurses with dazzling looks. 

“They have too many chances 
to get married,” he explains. 
“Every time we have a pretty 
nurse at Point Barrow with a 
year’s contract, the hospital is be- 
sieged by all the unmarried air- 
plane pilots, oil drillers and whal- 
ers. Even some of the ancient, 
bearded trappers and prospectors 
trudge hopefully up to our door. 
By the time the year is up, the 
girl will be married to the lucky 
suitor. Then we generally have 
to recruit a new nurse, and that 
is not always easy in this time of 
great shortage of trained nurses.”

She must 
deliver babies, decide whether that 
pain in the side is really appendi- 
citis, and know when to radio for 
a plane and doctor because some 
children have stiff necks which 
could be advance warnings of 
polio or meningitis.

PEIPING, China, Oct. 16. 
HO YUAN. No, no, I''m not 
yawning. That’s where I am 
right this minute. 

I Ho Yuan (Park of Peace and 
Harmony in Old Age) was the 
summer palace of the Ming and 
Ch’ing rulers, and is about seven 
miles from Peiping, just at the 
foot of the western hills. 

It got pretty well beaten up by 
French and British occupation 
troops in 1860, but when the Em- 
press-Dowager was at the height 
of her power she restored it with 
a lavish hand.’ 

The old girl liked her comforts 
first, and her:country second. To 
make I Ho Yuan what she wanted 
it to be she appropriated a for- 
tune from the Naval Board, with 
the result that when the war with 
Japan came in 1894, the Jap fleet 
had a breeze. 
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There was one Chinese boat, 
however, that the Japs didn’t 
sink. It is still there in the sum- 
mer palace, riding the waters of 
the sparkling lake, It was the 
fondest possession of the Em- 
press-Dowager and today is 
something that no true lover of 
monstrosities should miss. 
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IT IS A MARBLE boat. Yes, 
that’s what I said—marble. And 
it is not a little boat, either, being 
about the size of a cozy excursion 
steamer. 

We just finished a picnic lunch 
on the boat, and this is being writ- 
ten from what I suppose is the 
quarter deck. 

The Empress - Dowager was 
sharply criticized for building the 
boat, being as it has never moved 
a foot, with its keel resting com- 
fortably on the bottom of the lake. 
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BUT, REMEMBERING the 
many uncomfortable boat trips I 
have made in my lifetime, I bé- 
lieve the Empress-Dowager had 
something when she told her naval 
architects to draw up plans for a 
marble boat. 

In the first place, there is no 
getting seasick on it. It is as 
steady as Gibraltar, and even 
earthquakes never have made it 
list so much as an inch. 

In the second place, time has 
proved it to be an economical 
venture. Many are the great liners 
built years later that have been 
scrapped. 

Too, there is no captain’s table, 
where one has to sit and suffer 
in the presence of the skipper 
who, more often than not, has the 
personality and charm of an under- 
done brussels sprout. 
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AND ITS DECKS are not built 
for the vibrant, healthy tréad of 
insufferable bores doing a mile or 
two before breakfast. 

Moreover, when you step off the 
S.S. Marble there is no customs 
shed, operated by men who work 
on the theory that any man who 
travels more than, bus distance 
from his home is a smuggler or @ 
sinister character. 

In conclusion, more words have 
been written about the marble 
boat, and more people have visited 
it or wanted to visit it, than any 
of the workable, practical grey- 
hounds which ply the oceans of 
the earth. So, the old lady must 
have had something. 
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IN TRAVELING BETWEEN 
the many magnificent buildings of 
the palace, the Empress-Dowager 
didn’t like to get wet in case it 
was raining.

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Canal Will By-Pass Hazards 
Of Chain of Rocks Waterway 


By ARTHUR WITMAN of the PICTURES Staff 


HE Chain of Rocks “redch,” last obstacle 
to a minimum nine-foot channel in the 
Mississippi River between New Orleans 

and Minneapolis, is to be by-passed. Work 
has begun on an eight and one-half mile 
canal with locks that will enable river traffic 
to avoid the rock ledges and swift current 
between the Merchants and Chain of Rocks 
bridges. The new still water route will be 
two miles shorter than present route. 

The canal will begin about a mile south 
of the Missouri River confluence, cut straight 
across Illinois lowlands and re-enter the 
Mississippi opposite East Grand avenue in 
St. Louis. Work on the Federal project is 
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MIXING TOWER 


supervised by Army engineers. Pouring of 
concrete for the walls of the locks was be- 
gun recently; digging of the canal will start 
next summer. The $30,000,000 project is 
expected to be ready by October, 1950. 

The main lock near the lower end of 
the canal is to be 110 feet wide by 1200 feet 
long, one of the longest in the world. This 
will permit large tows, some of them 15,000 
tons and equivalent to 300 railroad car- 
loads, to pass through in one unit. A 600- 
oot-long auxiliary lock, adjacent to the main 
ock, will be used for smaller tows and 
single craft. 

Normal bottom width is to be 300 feet. 


Immediately above the locks, however, 6750 
feet of the canal will be 400 feet wider, 
forming a harbor for docking facilities for in- 
dustry. Average depth of the ditch will be 
32 feet. The 28 million cubic yards of earth 
to be excavated will be used to form levees 
along the canal. The levees will be two feet 
higher than the highest flood of record. 

Increasing use of the Mississippi River 
as an artery of commerce serving St, Louis 
is shown by tonnage figures compiled by 
the Corps of Engineers. In 1947, 4,462,774 
tons of freight, more than double the 1940 
tonnage, passed through the Alton locks. 
This years total may reach 6,000,000 tons.
